Operation Bait Bucket returns

Lake Simcoe - The Ministry of Natural Resources & 
Forestry will be conducting Operation Bait Bucket for a 
5th year - talking to ice anglers around Lake Simcoe on 
ways and means of preventing the spread of invasive 
species and fish diseases. The primary message: Don’t 
dump your bait buckets and leftover water or minnows 
into the lake, when finished fishing. 

Last year, MNRF crews with Operation Bait Bucket spoke 
with 1,424 anglers on Lake Simcoe.
